DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 recites, inter alia, a control circuit having a control transistor, wherein the control 
transistor is configured to periodically open and close the controlled switch as a function of the 
current; and wherein the first Zener diode and the capacitor parallel-connected to the first Zener 
diode are configured to generate a blocking voltage, which is supplied to the self-conducting 
switching transistor when the current sensor senses at least a pre-determined maximum value of 
the current. 

The art of record does not disclose the above limitations, nor would it be obvious to 
modify the art of record so as to include either of the above limitations.
